This action is in response to application filed on June 14, 2001 in which claim 1 is 
presented for examination. Information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/15/2001 is 
noted. 



The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 7, line 20 and 
page 9, line 22 are some examples of grammatical errors. Applicant is advised to review the 
entire disclosure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Weil et al (US 
2003/0093409). 

Weil et al discloses a method for providing information in response to an inquiry 
submitted by a user, the method comprising: (fig. 2)

identifying the user by associating the user with a predefined profile; (fig. 2, item 214) 
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identifying a first search parameter based on the inquiry; (fig. 2, item 210) 
formulating a search parameter based on the user's profile and the first search parameter; 
(fig. 2, item 220) 

searching a database for a first record relating the first search parameter; (fig. 1 , items 
155, 160, 166) and 

(Note: the first search parameter is related and implemented in step 220) 

providing the user with the first record (fig. 1 , 104 and fig. 2, items 230 and 240).
